(High River ‘rimes) 

In the High River Eye Opener 
of May 13, 1908, Bob Edwards 
ruminates a bit on the = scene 
about him, adds a fashion note on 
Mrs Guzzle-Busters’ soiree;

May 13, 1903

The Late Mr. Clancy— 

Some time ago a friend re- 
quested us to run a notice of the 
death of his uncle who had just 
been hanged at the jail in Fort 
Saskatchewan for an atrocious 
murder, Our friends wanted us to 
write the death notice in such a 


way that relatives in Ireland 
would not know that the poor 
devil had been hanged in the 


Canadian west. So this is the 
story as we fixed it up in the Eye 
Opener, and it was later repro- 
duced in the Belfast Times. 

“It is with sincere regret that 
we learn of the untimely death 
of James B. Clancy who passed 
away suddenly at Fort Saskat- 
chewan.

Many of his friends 
had for years predicted that he 
would drop dead some day in 
much the same manner as even- 
tually ocurred. Indeed, one good 
judge gave him two months to 
ive. 

“Up until the moment of Mr. 
Clancy's taking off, he enjoyed 
the best of health. That very 
paints he had partaken of a 
hearty breakfast of ham and eggs 
and had even takey a_ leading 
part in an interesting procession, 
and while standing on a raised 
platform from which he had just 
delivered an address to young 
people on the evils of intemper- 
ance, a portion of the flooring 
suddenly gave way. Mr. Clancy 
was precipitated into a hole be- 
neath the = structure. In some 
way his neck was injured in the 
fall, and his recovery was pro- 
nounced hopeless by a physician 
who happened to be present. 

The deceased was held in re- 
spect as a highly esteemed citizen 
of Edmonton, having excavated 
some of the finest cellars, and 
given attention to the drain pipes 
and sewers of some of the best 
people. 

“The funeral was a quiet one, 
a wreath of immortelles from the 
landlady of his boarding house 
bearing the legend “God Bless 
lveland” was placed on the coffin 
as he was lowered to his last rest- 
ing place.
